The Mayor stated that a notice should be published in the paper regarding
the cutting of the weeds from vacant lots, and the notice should include a list
of the people who do this type of work. The list is for the convenience of the
citizens, and the price charged by each person would be a matter of negotia-
tions. As to high grass and weeds on city property, the City Manager stated
he wanted to clarify what was city property, and explained the provisions of
the present law, in that property owners would clear the property to the curb
line, and the sidewalk area was the property owners' problem and not the city's.

County Deed Records end known as Lot 22 of the Leke Shore Addition out of Wilken-
son Sparks Survey on the shore of Lake Austin, and hereby authorizes the said
Ralph Button to comstruct, maintain and operate this boat dock subject to same
being constructed in compliance with all the ordinances relating thereto and
further subject to the foregoing attached recommendations; and the Building
Inspector is hereby authorized to issue an occupancy permit for the erection
of this boat dock after full compliance with all the provisions of this reso-
lution. Seid permission shall be held to be granted and asccepted subject to
all necesssry, reasonable snd proper, present and future regulations and ordin-
ances of the City of Austin, Texas, in the enforcement of the proper police,
fire and health regulations and the right of revocation is retained if, after
' hearing, it is found by the City Council that the salid Ralph W. Button has
failed and refused, and will continue to fail and refuse to perform any such
conditions, regulatinns and ordinances.

"I, the undersigned, have reviewed the plans and have considered the application
of Ralph W. Button, owmer of property abutting on that part of Lake Austin lying
downstream from the westerly extension of the south line of Windsor Road approxid
mately one half mile above Tom Miller Dam on the west side of Lake Austin, the

game being Lot 22 of the Lake Shore Addition out of the Wilkenson Sparks Survey,
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as recorded in the Travis County Deed Records, for permission to construct and
maintain a boat dock projecting out into the lake approximately 42 feet beyond
the normal high water level. The construction details meeting all requirements
I, therefore, recommend that if Ralph W. Button is granited his request by the
City Council, that it be subject to the following conditions:

"(1)® That nothing but creesoted piles, cedar piles or concrete piles, substan-
tially braced and bolted to withstand wind and water pressure, be used in the
congtruction and that no structure shall extend more than one third the distance
from shore to shore at the point where structure is located, or be nearer than
ten feet to any side property line of the owner or applicant.

"(2) That no business, such as a restaurant, dance hall, concession stand, or
any other enterprlise for the sale of goods, wares and merchandise, except marine
supplies and tackle, and no living quartersof any character, shall be erected
on any pier, dock, wharf., float, island, piling or other structure extending
into or above lake Austin.

"(3) That every structure shall be equipped with proper'lights which show all
around the horizon for night use and shall be equxgped with flags or othe#f
warnings for daylight use.

*(4) That all structures extending out into the lake be constantly kept in a
state of good repaiy and that the premises be kept reasonably clean at alltimes.

WHEREAS, Yarborough Construction Company is the Cantractor for the repair
of a building located at 906-~-908 Congress Avenue and desires a portion of the
sidewalk and street space abutting the north 23 feet of lot 2, The south 23
feet of Lot 3, Block 110, of the Original City of Austin, Travis County, Texas,

Jduring the repair of the building, such space to be used in the work and for
the storage of materials therefor; therefore

BE IT RESOLVED BY THE CITY COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF AUSTIN:

: 1. THAT space for the uses heréinabove enumerated be granted to said
Yarborough Construction Company, the boundary of which is described as follows:

Sidéwalk and Street Working Space

Beginhing at the northeast corner of the above deacribed
property; thence in an easéerly direction and at right angles
to the center line of Congress Avenue to a point 12 feet east
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of the west curb line; thence in a southerly direction
and parallel with the center line of Congress Avenue 46
feet to a point; thence in a westerly direction and at
right angles to the center line of Congress Avenue to
the southeast cornmer of the gsbove described property.
In addition to the sbove described working space, the
Contractor shall be permitted additional space at each
end to provide a means of ingress and egress.

2. THAT the sbove privileges and sllotment of space are granted to the
saild Yarborough Congtruction Company, hereinafter termed "Contractor", upon the
following express terms and conditions:

(1) That the Contractor shall construct a L-foot walkwey within the
outer boundaries of the above described working space, such walkway to be pro-
tected on each side by a guerd rail at least 4 feet high and substantially
braced and anchored, and without wood strips or obstructions of any kind along
the pavement within the walkway, and at any time in the opinion of the City
officials it becomes necessary for any reason to install a board floor within
the walkway, the Contractor shall upon notice from the Building Inspector
immediately place such a wood floor and substantially support same to prevent
segiing ‘under load.

(2) 'That the Contractor is permitted to comstruct in his working space
a substantial gate which shall be kept closed st all times when not in use, and
gt all times that such gate is open, the Contractor shall msintain a person at
this gate to warn pedestrians and vehicles of approaching trucks. This gate
is not to open out s0 as to impede vehicular or pedestrian traffic.

(3) That no vehicles in loading or unloading meterisl at the working
space shall park on any part of the street outside of the allotted working
space.

(4) Thet "No Parking" signs shall be placed on the street side of the
barricades.

(5) That the Contractor is permitted to construct a temporary work
office within such allotted working space provided such work office is not
within 25 feet of eny corner street intersection.

{6) That the Contractor shall in no way obstruct any fire plugs or other
public utilities in the construction of such barricades.

(7) That provisions shall be made for the normsl flow of all storm
waters in the gutter and the Contractor will he responsible for any demage done
due to obstruction of any such storm water.

(8) That the Contractor shall place on the outside corners of any
walkway, barricades or obstructions, red lights during all periods of darkness
and provide lighting systems for all tunnels.

(9) That the Contractor shall remove all fences, barricades, loose
materials and other obstructions on the sidewalk and street immediately after
the necessity for their existence on said sidewalk or street has ceased, such
time to be determined by the City Manager, and in any event all such sidewalk,
berricades, materials, equipment snd other obstructions shall be removed not
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later than August 1, 1959,

(10) That the City reserves the right to revoke at any time any and all
the privileges herein granted or to require the erection or installation of
additional barriers or safeguards if the conditions demand it.

(11) That the use and enjoyment of the spaces herein granted shall not
bhe exclusive as sgainst public needs, and the City, in making such grant
reserves the right to enter and occupy any ypart or all of ssid space any time
with its public utilities, or for cother necessary public purposes.

(12) That any public utility, or public or private property disturbed or
injured as a result of any of the activities necessary for the completion of
the construction work for ssid building projects, whether done by the Contractor
City Forces, or public utilities, shall be replaced or repaired at the Contrac-
tors expense.

(13) Thatitthe Contractor shall furnish the City of Austin a surety bond
in the sum of Five Thousand Dollars ($5,000) which shall protect, indemnify
and hold harmiess the City of Austin from any claims or damages GO0 any person
or property that may accrue to or be brought by any person by reason of the
exercise or abuse of she privileges granted the Contractor by the City of
Austin and shall guarantee the replacement of all sidewalks, pavement and all
other public property and public utilities disturbed or removed during ithe
construction work and shall further guarantee the construction of a walkway
and other safeguards during the occupancy of the space.

which property is owned by Herbert Mgyer, and is Lot 24, Block "F", Raymond
Subdivision, Outlot 2, Division Z, of the City of Austin, Travis County, Texas,
and hereby authorized the said Herbert Meyer to operate a privete gasoline plant
consisting of a 550 gallon tank and electric pump for the sole purpose of
servicing his own motor equipment, and from which no gasoline is to be sold,
subject to the same being operated in complisnce with all the ordinances re-
lating thereto, and further subject to the foregoing attached recommendstions;
and the Building Inspectro is hereby authorized to issue an occupancy permit
for the operation of this private gasoline plant after full compliance with

"I, the undersigned, have considered the spplication of Herbert Meyer, by his
agent, Robert J. Potts, Jr., for permission to operate a private gasoline
plant consisting of a 550 gallon undergroumd tank and electric pump for the
sole purpose of servicing his own motor equipment and from which no gasoline
is to be so0ld, upon property located on the north side of West 6th Street,
which property is designated as Lot 24, Elock "F", Raymond Subdivision,
Outlot 2, Division Z in the City of Austin, Travis County, Texas, and locally
known as 812 West 6th Street.

"This property is located in a "C" Commercial District and I recommend that
this permit be granted subject to the following conditions:

"(1) That the gasoline tanks and pumps shall be of an approved type and shall
besr the label of the Underwriters Laboratories, Inc., and that all tanks and
punps shall be installed in compiisnce with the Ordinance governing the storage
and handling of gasoline.

"(3) That "No Smoking" signs shall st sll times be prominently displeyed and
no person shall be permitted to smoke on the premises where gasoline is handled
or stored.

"(4) That all fees shall be paid and & permit secured from the Building
Inspector's Office before eny installation work is started, and thet no equip-
ment shall be placed in operation until after final inspection and approval of
same .
